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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 14, 15, and 50, and 51 are pending and under consideration. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, Withdrawn 

Rejection of claim 15 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement is withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 50, and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
either US Pat. 5,968,735 (Oct. 19, 1999). 

Claims 50, and 51 are interpreted as drawn to an isolated comprising a 
complement of SEQ ID NO:9 (the elected species), and composition comprising the 
nucleic acid. 

US Pat. 5,968,735 teaches an isolated nucleic acid comprising instant SEQ ID 
NO:9, i.e. SEQ ID NO: 1-4. Note the previously provided sequence alignment (Exhibit 
A) showing that instant SEQ ID NO:9 matches 100% to 24 nucleotides within SEQ ID 
NOs 1-4 of US Pat. 5,968,735. This rejection is made because claim 50 as currently 
construed is not clear whether "complement of the foregoing" is limited to only the full 
complement of each of the recited SEQ ID NOs. Note that the phrase "the group 
consisting of... and" is a Markush language indicating an alternate choice. If the scope 
is limited to an isolated nucleic acid consisting of the full complement of each of the 
recited SEQ ID NO, then the clam should be construed as such. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14 and 15 are allowed.
